As there is 
a vacancy on the Supreme bench the 
Governor appointed Judge William Mor- 
ton, tha People's candidate to fill it. 


Matters of Interest From 


Home and Abroad. 


Always bear in mind that the defeat 


of the Silver ticket in Nevada would be 
hailed as a great goldbug victory. 


KLKCT TUB SILVER TICKET. 


While the remonetization of tilver has 


been agitated in Nevada since the metal 
was demonetized, nearly twenty yeers 
ago, the question has never beeu made a 
distinctive issue in the State until the 
present time. Heretofore bolh the old 
parties declared for free coinage in their 
State platforms, but endorsed the Na- 
tional platforms and supported the Na- 
tional nominees of their respective par- 
ties, regardless of their attitude on the 
silver question. This year the people, 
irrespective of party, displeased with 
the deceptive tactics of the old party 
leaders, resolved upon a new departure. 
They abandoned the old party organiza- 
tions and organized n new one, the car- 
dinal principles of which are the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
10 to 1, and opposition to all candidates 
for executive and legislative offices who 
are not pledged by platform and declara- 
tion to the restoration of silver to its 
former standard. The new party sup- 
ports Weaver for President, Stewart for 
Senator and Newlnnds for Representa- 
tive, each and all of whom have severed 
all connection with the Wall street par- 
ties, and will aso all honorable means to 
secure free coinage. 


In this State, where silver mining is 


the principal business,giving employment 
to more men than all ot' e>- industries com- 
bined a per»on_would naturally suppose 
there would bo no opposition to tlio elec- 
tion of the Presidential electors, Senator 
and Kepresentntlve of the Silver party. 
That there should not be, every cindid 
person, who believes the Stata would be 
benefited by free coinage will admit, but 
that there is, humiliating as the admis- 
sion is, there ia no doubt. 
In nearly 


every county in Western Nevada there is 
what is termed a straigh-out true-blue 
Harrison anti-Stewart and anti-New lands 
ticket in the field. The prime movers in 
this organized opposition, aie presuma- 
bly men who prefer spoils and office 
to 


free coinage. They hope to delude the 
ignorant into supporting their ticket by 
appealing and pandering to party preju- 
dices. They assert that Harrison, who 
gees further even than 
his platform 


against silver in his letter of acceptance 
to secure the support of the gold trust, is 
a good enough Silver man, and that re- 
monetization can be secured through the 
Republican party, in the face of the fact 
that only eight Republicans voted for the 
Stewart free coinage bill in the House of 
Representatives last June. 


As the defeat of the Silver ticket 


would be fatal to frea coinage it is of 
paramount importance to every citizen 
of Nevada, who does not hold office un- 
Jer Harrison or expect office under Cleva- 
Imd, to elect it. The people should rise 
in their might and rebuke the attempt of 
a few spoilsmen to defeat tho only deter- 
mined, honorable, straightforward effort 
that has ever been made in Nevada to 
emphasize the demand for the repeal of 
the uujust legislation which has crippled 
our great industry, depopulated pros- 
perous villages, increased taxation, and 
thrown thousands out of employment. 


8ew Grain Bags for Hl» Trouble. 


SAN QUEBTIN, Cat., Cetober 8—AQ in- 


genious attempt to escape from prison waa 
discovered yesterday by the prison officials. 
Peter E. Hall, who in 1876 waa sentenced 
for life from Tehama county for murder, 
was detected ID a daring attempt to regain 
his freedom. He has made many attempts 
before but baa always beenoaogbt. About 
a month ago he waa assigned to a cell in 
the second tier of the cell house. 
Tbe 


cells are Imod with boiler iron, back of 
which is a brick wall. 
Between the cells is 


a ventilator extending up the roof. 
By 


sounding the wall Hall found where the 
ventilator was located. He stole a ratchet 
from the jute mill and bored holes through 
the iron, and with improvised chisels ind 
fllea 
removed a section 11% by 14% 


inches. Then he commenced on the brick 
work and bad everything ready for his 
escape when yesterday the cell inspectors 
while tapping the walla with a hammer, 
discovered his work. 
For this attempt 


Hall will be kept 180 days in solitary con- 
finement. He will have to sew a certaiu 
number of grain bags per day, and for each 
day be does not sew the number required

at the Academy of Masic at a meeting 
given under the auspices of the Manufac- 
turers' Club.

Tlvid Portrayal of the Effect of Demon- 


etisation — A Republican Candidate 
Declares For The Silver Chief. 


The citizens of Silver City gave Senator 


Stewart a grand reception Fiiday night on 
the occasion of his first being before them. 
Bon fires illuminated the streets and bills, 
cannon emittnd thunderous volleys, and 
music cheered the hearts of the people, 
stages from Dajtoo, Gold Hill, and Vir- 
ginia brought a large n a tuber of persons 
from those places Who were anxions to hear 
the Senator. The Miners Hall was crowd- 
ed and the enthusiasm exhibited was grat- 
ifying to the grand old Silver Chief who 
has the interest of the people of Nevada 
so much at heart. 


Senator Stewart's speech was one of his 


best productions, He spoke more directly 
o the heart and understanding of the 
people . His portrayal of the prosperous 
condition of Nevada before the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, the high regard sbown for 
the mining region by the great men of the 
country, at the time of the discovery of the 
great silver mines, the rapid decline of 
that prosperity since 1873, and the gloomy 
outlook now in view unless silver is re- 
stored, was vivid and interesting, and 
afforded much food for thought.

Am Aeronaut's CLxprrirn»e. 


"1 BUT* a balloon ascension and para- 


chute drop down in Texas not so long 
ago," eaid Ed P.eeder, a well known ball 
player now with one of the Southwest- 
ern league clubs, "that was very inter- 
esting. The balloonist Leroy made an 
aerial trip from a small town near Aus- 
tin one day and was to make a parachute 
leap. When at an altitude of about 
2,000 feet he suddenly recollected that 
his parachute was a brand new one and 
had never been tested. Not caring to 
risk the thing he attached a fifty pound 
sack of sand (ballast) to the parachute 
and cut it loose. As he feared, the thing 
failed to work right and did not open at 
all. 


"The sand and parachute dropped like 


a streak to the earth, gaining momentum 
with every foot of their descent until 
they struck tbe wooden roof of a house 
below, crashing through it like through 
somuch paper. The balloon soared aloft, 
and in due time, as the hot air gradually 
escaped, sank slowly to earth in the 
midst of a farm several miles from the 
town. The farm hands had observed its 
coming, and when it alighted seized 
upon the airship, which was a valuable 
oiled silk affair, and claimed it as the 
property of the owner of the land be- 
cause it had landed there. The rights 
of Professor Leroy, who happened to 
have landed right with his property, 
were entirely ignored. But th'e captors 
were obdurate .and finally the professor 
departed. 


"He obtained a writ of replevin for his 


balloon from the nearest squire, and a 
constable shortly after restored the cap- 
tured airship to its rightful owner. Tho 
hole in the roof of the building caused 
by the professoj'a sandbag and the dam- 
age consequent thereto had to be re- 
paired and settled for at his expense. 
Had he taken the place of his sandbag 
at th? parachute's handle the funeral 
expenses would have fur exceeded the 
damage to the roof."—Cincinnati Times- 
Star. 


Sulphurous Vapor la London. 


No less an authority than the presi- 


dent of the Institute of Civil Engineers 
has declared that the sulphurous vapor 
produced during the combustion of coal 
is most beneficial to the inhabitants of 
London, disagreeable as it undoubtedly 
io. 


As many as 350 tons of sulphur are 


thrown into the air in one winter's day, 
and the enormous amount of sulphurous 
acid generated from it deodorizes and 
disinfects the air, destroying disagree- 
able smells emanating from refuse heaps 
and sewers and killing the disease germs 
which find their way into the atmos- 
phere. 


There may be a good deal of truth in 


this view, but there is undoubtedly an- 
other side to the question. It is an old 
comparison that a doctor and his drugs 
bear a relationship to the patient and 
the disease like that of a policeman to- 
ward a householder attacked by a gar- 
roter. The policeman lays about with 
his truncheon; sometimes he hits the 
householder, sometimes the garroter, 
and the good or i'l which res-tilts from 
his interference will depend upon which 
party happens to get the most and the 
heaviest blows. 


This similo is admirably suited to sul- 


{,hmoiw acid In London fogs, for al- 
though it may be beneficial to the Lon- 
don householders by destroying mi- 
crobes it certainly frequently does them 
harm by attacking their limgs and 
bringing on bronchitis and asthma, 
which sometimes prove rapidly fatal, to 
&ay nothing of the minor discomforts ol 
a disagreeable taste, filthy smell, stuffed 
nose, husky throat, smarting eyes anc' 
headache.—London Lancet. 


Wldo Columns and the Eyesight. 


Eye experts insist that people who 


wish to preserve their eyesight will do 
well to confine their reading as far as 
possible to round, fat faced type, and tc 
avoid that which is tall autl thin. It 
was the shape of the type of the tiny 
edition of Dauto produced at the French 
exposition almost as much as its minute- 
ness which blinded some of the persons 
engaged in correcting the sheets. 


Another important point is to avoid 


too wide a column or the eye is strained. 
The only way to neutralize the tendency 
to such strain is to turn the head from 
side to side, after the manner of short- 
sighted people. The width of a column 
of reading matter ought not to exceed 
at the outside two inches, because that 
is about the natural range of the eye 
when the bead is kept motionless.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Where ErnemlUs Come From. 


New emerald mines have been discov- 


ered at Vegetable creek, in New Sotith 
Wales. They are yielding many fine 
stones, but the snpply is still mainly de- 
rived from the ancient deposits in the 
United States of Colombia, which have 
been worked for more than three cen- 
turies. There the gems are dug oat of 
bl.iek limestone by primitive methods, 
•with pickax aud blasting.—New York 
San.

Tlie Prevention of Smoke. 


The latest system of smoke prevention 


involves the use of the combined appa- 
ratus of two inventors. One invention 
consists of tire clay arches through which 
the combined air and gases are passed, 
and which, becoming incandescent, 
catise the smoke to be consumed. The 
other principle is the induction of a low 
pressure current of air by means of 
steam jets, and the two devices com- 
bined give a very good result, more espe- 
cially when applied to steam boilers.— 
New York Telegram.
